1. Claims 1-2, 4, 7-12 are presented for examination. Claims 3, 5-6 have been canceled. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2, 4, 7-12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1, 4, and 7-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Culbert patent NO. 5,708,816. 

5 . As per claim 1 , and 7- 1 0, Culbert teaches a power management method for a PDA which 
can be connected with an external communication terminal, comprising the steps : upon detecting 
power -on of said external communication terminal ... (see ref col. 3 line 63 to col. 4 line 21 of the 
specification), supplying electric power to an external communication terminal ... (see ref col. 4 
line 1 to col. 5 line 65 of the specification). However, Culbert does not compare a battery voltage 
with the reference voltage and also does not generate a low voltage alarm when reference voltage 
is slightly higher that the battery voltage. "Official Notice" is taken that both the concept and 
advantages of comparing a battery voltage with the reference voltage and also generating a low 
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voltage alarm when a reference voltage is slightly higher that a battery voltage are well known 
and expected in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to incorporate these features into Culbert system because they would prevent 
excessive or overload power due to high- power devices while managing power consumption in 
the system. 

6. As per claims 4 and 8, Culbert teaches a display and a speaker (see ref fig 1 elements 124 
and 126). 

7. As per claim 1 1 5 Culbert teaches a Rom (see ref fig 1 element 1 16). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
